(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pollitt et al (WO 98/21 159) in view of evidence (product brochures) 
submitted by applicant on June 1 , 2004.

Thus, the use of such silica sand 
would be a prima facie obviousness. Applicant further submits product brochures 
showing various sands, a majority being outside scope of the invention. However, close 
to a half of silica sand in all of product brochures submitted by applicant falls within the 
scope of the claim.
